man, an orphan of wealthy parents who died dur- 


ing an epidemic in their little Greek village of Patara, along the 
southern coast of present-day Turkey. Nick's parents left him two 
heritages; the upbringing of a devout Christian home, and a sizable 
inheritance. Believing that Jesus meant what he said when he told 
the rich young ruler to sell all he had and give the money to the poor, 
Nick set out to spend his wealth on the needs of others. His 
Christian charity garnered much attention and soon he was made 
Bishop of Myra at a very young age. 

Soon Bishop Nick would fall under the tyrannical persecution of the 
Roman Emperor Diocletian and served a stint in prison along’ with 
many religious leaders of his day. Later, as a free man again, Nick 
was part of one of the most storied gatherings in all of church his- 
tory, the Council of Nicaea, which met in 325 A.D. Eighteen years 
later, on December 6, 343, Bishop Nick died. 

By this time the stories of Bishop Nick had spread far and wide. 
You see, among the many recipients of his generous works were a 
great number of children and a large cadre of sailors. It seems that 
Nick had a special place in his heart for those who sailed the sea, far 
from-home and often very. short on resource. And, not surprisingly, 
he took a special place in their hearts as well, and the story of the 
good Bishop Nick made its way from seaport to seaport literally 


around the world. 


In celebration of his great Christian charity; Nick...Nicholas was 
made a saint by the church and December 6th begani to be celebrat- 
ed as Saint Nicholas’ day.. The one and same Nicholas as noted in 
the seasonal) line, “The stockings were hung by the chimney with 
care, in hopes that Saint Nicholas soon would be.there.” 

There are a thousand posthumous stories of Saint Nicholas.

What does “doe management” 
mean? Among most wildlife 


deer harvest. Antlerless harvest 
should be one of the most impor- 
tant components of a deer man- 
agement plan. While most 
hunters and clubs, realize the 
importance of managing bucks 
on their property, many fail to 
realize the importance of manag- 
ing antlerless deer as well. Many 
things can be accomplished with 
an adequate antlerless harvest, 
all of which ultimately affect the 
buck population. A balanced sex 
ratio, shorter and earlier breed- 
ing season, increased reproduc- 
tion and recruitment, and 
improved herd health are a few 
of the objectives that can be met 
with proper antlerless harvest. 

Wildlife biologists often 
encounter concerns about antler- 
less harvest recommendations 
when assisting private landown- 
érs and hunting clubs with 
developing: deer management 
plans. Hunters, dnd landowners 
are often reluctant to harvest 
does because they are afraid they 
donot have enough deer: This 
misconception can often be'dis- 
suaded with sound information 
concerning general deer biology 
and the affects of antlerless har- 
vest. 

One ‘population characteristic 
that is greatly affected by antler- 
less harvest is the adult sex ratio. 
Why ‘is .a balariced sex ratio 
important? If there are a dispro- 
portionate number of does in a 
deer herd, it is reasonable to 
aSsume all will not be bred in a 
timely manner. Many does will 
not breed and conceive on their 
first estrous cycle because there 
are not‘enough adult bucks in the 
population. These: does may not 
be bredguntil ¢gigqpecond, third 
or latergestrugaaue Tesult is a 
long protracted breeding 'season. 
Also, these does will give birth 
later in, the year than does. that 
conéeived. during their first 
estrous. cycle. These: late sum- 
mer, early fall born fawns. typi- 
cally encounter végetation that.is 
generally. poorer in quality and 
quantity as it “hardens off” for 
winter.’ This causes most late 
born fawns to come out of their 
first winter’ in poorer: condition 
than ‘early born fawns. In’ addi- 
tion, many late ‘born bucks: will 
have poorer antler development 
as*1_ year olds than fawns born 
earlier in the, year. With: an 
extremely unbalanced sex ratio, 
some does may not breedéat all. 

Too many does‘also means the 
bucks will have to do very. little 
searching for breeding opportu- 
nities, ‘reducing’. a’ hunter's 
chance of seeing a buck. When 
the number of does greatly 
exceeds the number of bucks, 
the bucks do-not have to,.com- 
pete for the right to breed, This 
reduces the number, of rubs and 
scrapes observed during the 
hunting * season, ‘Prolonged 
breeding seasons wear bucks 
down moré than a’ shorter, more 
intense rut. Bucks in this situa- 
tion enter late winter and early 
$pring in much poorer physical

condition. These bucks face a 
much tougher recovery period in 
the spring and summer, which 
can affect antler development 

and body weights the following 
year. 

A given habitat can only sup- 
port a certain number of dee? in 
healthy condition, If the number 
of deer exceeds this level, habi- 
tat degradation and poorer herd 
health result, About one-third of 
a deer herd should be removed 
each year to maintain the popu- 
lation at a stable level. ff the sex 
ratio .is balanced| doe haryest 
should make up between 40 and 
60 percent of the overall harvest 
to maintain this healthy balance. 
After only a few years of aggres- 
sive antlerless harvest, doe sight- 
ings may decline.. Many hunters 
fear the decreased sightings are a 
result of drastically reduced deer 
numbers, when in fact; they have 
only educated the surviving does 
With the increased hunting pres- 
sure. 

Fawn ‘preduction and recruit- 
ment typically. increase as a 
result of doe management, Does 
usually begin ‘breeding at I. 
years of age, and if héalthy, will 
reproduce éach year until they. 
die. Fifty does in good condition 
produce ‘more, fawns than’ 100 
unhealthy does. Additionally, 
fawns produced by healthy does 
tend to have higher survival rates 
than fawns born to does in poor 
condition. 

When deciding to, harvest 
does, hunters must be careful to 
avoid harvesting buck fawns or 
“button” bucks. This can easily 
be accomplished with just a litte 
practicé at. identification: 


Hunters. can learn to tell the dif- , 


ference between adult does and 
’ fawns. by observing body. shape 
and size. By waiting until sever- 
al deer are present, a sizé com- 
parison ‘of the deer can’be made. 
Additionally, adult.does' typical: 
ly have (Rggertadmare er faces 
than fawEscEesnape of” the 
head on most buck fawns is. flat- 
ter than a doe’s head and the 
developing pedicels or “buttons” 
are’ ‘often. Visible. upon. close 
obséryation. Behavioral cues 
may help distinguish age classes 
Of-antlerless deer; fawns are usu- 
ally. more playful than adults and 
are penerally. not, as. cautious: 
Plus, fawns. are: often the first 
deer to arrive ata feeding area. 
Managing antlerless deer har- 


vest is just as important-as man- 


aging buck harvest. As.a matter 
of fact, a good deer management 
plan will’ always place. equal 


importahce on managing bucks | 


and does, Often, in their attempt 


to: meet harvest goals, hunters » 


may forget. that hunting does that 
have. been pressured.can. be just 
as difficult as trying to harvest a 
mature ‘buck. Don't overlook 
this Opportunity to enjoy a‘chal- 
lenging and exciting hunt when 
trying. to improve -your deer 
herd.

Winter Driving Tips 
For Sportsmen 


South and} central Alabama . continues to steer in the direc- 
are fortunate to. haye the: mild ‘tion, of the: akid;.,.. Sh anidaies —e 
the time. There, are. few states” 
where we can wear T-shirts and 
shorts into: November. It is: our 
mild Winters that can lull us into 
a sense of false security, espe- 
cially when it comes.to driving. 
Ouf. northern neighbors. have 
acquired ‘winter’ driving skills 
out of necessity. They. spend 
several months’ a year. slipping 
and sliding on the roads. 

We experience many years, of 
bluebird driving conditions, and 
then we haye.an ice or snow- 
storm. Another scenario is when 
we visit a northern state and find 
ourselves in. driving’ conditions 
we are not use to. 

There are Several simple pre- 
cautions we can. take. when. we 
find we are going to-be driving 
under adverse winter conditions. 
The first precaution is» making 
sure’ we can see out the’ wind- 
shield, The washer ‘fluid reser- 
Voir should be filled with a sol- 
vent mixture made for deicing. 
Don’t count on the. cleaning 
fluid used for washing wind- 
shields with the wiper blades. It 
will make matters worse if it’s 
cold ‘enough to ‘override the 
defroster. 

A good rule of thumb when in 
ice and snow conditions is to do 
nothing quickly. Fast starts will 
cause traction loss and’ the tires 
will dig in. Stopping’ should be 
accomplished with. slow steady 
pressure to the brake. Locking 
the wheels up on snow.or ice 
just results in one loosing cony 
trol of the vehicle, 

Our northern neighbors often 
put on snow tires before the 
winter season, but , most 
Alabamian’s feel we have so lit- 
tle adverse weather that it is 
hard to justify them. An alterna- 
tive to snow tires is to purchase 
snow’ chains. You may ‘never 
need them, but they take up lit- 
Ue space in the trunk, and are a 
godsend when needed, They are 
also excellent for traveling on 
rain soaked secondary roads 
here in the South. 

Driving experts say one of the 
common errors that get inexpe- 
rienced winter drivers in trouble 
is Steering incorrectly when they 
began to loose control of the 
vehicle. Remember to Steer 
your front wheels in’ the direc- 
tion of the skid. If -your rear 
wheels slide to the right, turn the 
front wheels to the right to 
straighten the vehicle. If. the 
vehicle over reacts, keep stecr- 
ing in the skid direction. The 
skidding will diminish as one
